_Let any one judge of the Mifchief of our Party- 


Nriters, by obferving only this one thing, which is 
ft now our Cafe, how when but one or two of them 
bate their Rancour, and ceafe calting’ Firebrands 
krrows, and Death, the Fire of the Peoples Tem. 
rs alfo abate: Hitherto the poor People feem to. 
ave been. kept hot, onty by the conttant Applicati- 
in of their re(pedtive Incendiaries; like @ Drunkard, 
hofe Blood is kept in a continual Feavour by the 
aily plying him with Wine; but ftop the enfla- 
ing Potion, and he returns to his Temper, his Hu- 
nour, and the exercife of his Reafon. 
Would the writing of virulent Pamphlets, the 
urrilous Invectives, the weekly, nay J might fay, the 
laily Aux of printed Scandal ceafe, the Minds of the 
People would return to themfelves, and they would 
x¢ refltor’d to their Temper, to their Humour, and 
o the Exercile of their Reafon ; a thing which has 
ndeed feem’d as ifit had been quite lof, and fmo- 
ther’d. in the Smoak of our late Contentions. 
The People of this Nation feem to me like the 
mreat Ocean of Waters; the original Surface was 
jmooth and fair 3 it was created calm and ftill; when 
Sun fhines upon it in its native Pofture, it fmiles 
gain, and reflects back the Rays of Light with a 
Brightnefs, and kind of Pleafantnefs very delightful 
to behold: But its Nature being fluid, its Particles 
afily feparated, the leaft aggreflion of Wind puts it 
into Motion. Ifthe Winds blow hard, that Moti- 
on encreafes, and in proportion to the force of thofe 
Winds, all thofe Smiles of the Ocean’s Face are foon 
turn’d into Wrinkles and Frowns: Again, If that 
Violence encreafe to a Storm, but efpecially if it 
‘blows from feveral Quarters at once, if the Wind 
at 


and Tide meet, or the Storm blows againft a ftrong. 
Current of the Waters; this puts it into an inex- 
preflible Rage, the Waves mount up to Heavens. 
the roaring of the Waters drowns the Voice of the 
lowdeft Thunders 3 the beautiful Face of the Sea is 
turn’d all to Horrour, and the moft lively Repre- 
fentation of the utmoft Confufion 3 a raging Madnefs 
feems to pofles the Water, and the Waves dafh net 
only againft the impenetrable Rocks, -and the Shoars, 
that are fet for its eternal Bounds, but, as ifrais’d up 
to Lunacy and Madnefs, and bent upon felf-Deftru- 
Gion, they dath one againft another till they fpend 
themfelyes into Foam and Froath, and ‘ink down” 
under the weight of their own Diforder ; then rife — 
and rage again to the fame fruitlefs Purpofe 5 de- 
feribing exaétly a Powerful and moft Furious Body, 
who has Will and Strength enough to deftroy the 
World, but no dire&ting Agency within it felf to 
put its enrag’d Defires tn Execution —— And yet 
after all the fury of the Waves, let but the Winds 
abate, the Storm ceafe, and a Calm come on, the 
Sea returns to its native Beauty, bright and fmooth 
as at firft. 


Let but th aggreffing Tempeft ceafe, 
It’s Inclinations are to Calms and Peace. 


Juft thus the People ofthis Nation ; Nature which 
diGates to them byReafoning,has prepared them with . 
Peaceable Tempers, willing to fubmit to the Go- 
vernment of Laws, when juft Authority fhines upon 
them with healing and proteéting Influences; they 
refle& fubmiffive Smiles, and with a pleafing Wil- 
lingnefs exert their Subjection and Obedience, ready 
to fubferve the Sovereign Power that is fet over 
them, with Defence, faithful Services, and an united 
Subordination, : 

But as they are by Nature fluctuating, and eafily, 
like the Particles of the Water, Separated from one 
another ; if Winds of Faétion blow, ifthe Vapours of 
Diffatisfadtion rife, and Difcontent ftir, they are ¢a- 
fily put into Motion ; efpecially if thefe Winds pt

from aiffering Points of the Nation’s Politick Com- 
pafs at the fame time ; as when Court Breezes, and 
_ Country Squauls of Wind meet, dr when the of 
State Winds, raifed by private Interelt, blow a- 
ainft the Current of shot many Waters, the. Pooples 
nclinations; whem the Court Maufones, and the 
Mob Tornadoes thock againft one another: Alas! 
When thefe things happen, and efpecially when they 
are raifed ‘by thofe Princes of the Power of THAT 
_Air, the writing Devils of a Nation, into Hurri- 
canes and Tempefts, what dreadful Havock do they 
make! Whata Ferment do they put thet fluéd Ocean, 
the People, ito! How isthe whole Body. enflam’d! 
“How do the Waves of Parties dath again{t thofe Im- 
netrable Rocks, the Laws! And thofe eternal 
sounds (Government) which Natuse has appointed 
to reftrainthem! And when they find the Attempts 
fruitlefs and deftruétive, how do they run toget 
into univerfal Tumult, dafh madly againft. them- 
felves, and blindly averwhelm one another, till 
breaking to pieces, by the force of their own Madnefs, 
they fink under the weight of the intollerable Rage, 
and fpend themfelves into mere’ Froath and Foam ; 
(Viz.) Railing and Raging at their Rulers ! 

But after all this, when ‘they are tired, and out 
of breath, and only preparing, as it were, to repeat 
the fame. Violences ; let but the Incendiaries be re- 
mov’d, let the Fomenters of the unhappy Difcord

the Clamour and Tumults of the Street die of cour.
